when one of them; on advancicg, obferved them fall 
into line, and wheel about, in order to take an adyan- 
tageous pofition, He ordered them to halt and difperfe ; 
but. they refufed to obey the word. .He then feized one 
of the moft obltinate; for which he was in danger of 
being knocked down. Then he applied to the General 
Officer; and he long remonftsated with them to no purf 
pofe on their difgraceful condaé. ‘They were delired 
to ftate their grievances, which they did; and refuled 
to difperfé till they weve redrefled. This was promifed 
to be done on the following day, on condition that they 
would draw back the guns, which they had broughy 
from the park at their firft collecting. ‘The men iofitt, 
ed on immediate compliance with their reque(t. This 
was impracticable ; and it was not without much alter4 
Cation, in which the officers pledged their word and 
honodr to them, that they were induced to return to 
their duty.—We are happy to hear that the bufinefs 
has been effectually fettled, and that.no marks of dif- 
content among them have fince been difcovered, 





CEYLON, (Bast Indies) April 14.

Tut Court having met at 12 0’clock, the prifoner, 
Mr Treinxc, was brought forward, and pr rfented a 
formof affidavit, which {tated the neceflity of certain 
perfons from the town of Caftlebar, and wf the French 
General Humpert, to attend as witnefles on his part, 
and requiring time until thefe could be produced. his 
affidavit he profeffed himfelf ready to fubfcribe to. 

The Court having been cleared for the purpofe of 
confulting on this application, remained clofed for a 
confiderable Jength of time. On the re-admiflion of 
frangers, the Judge Advocate declared that no deci- 
fion Had been formed on the fabject-of their conference, 
but that after the evidence for the profecution had been 
gone through, it would then be a proper feafon to de- 
termine whether the application of the priloner was 
fach as could be complied with. 

The Court hating accordingly proceeded to hear e- 
vidence— 

. Wm. Cowtson was called for the purpofe, as ¢ex- 
ined by the Judge Advocate, of identifying the per- 
‘on of Mr Teeling, and proving the fact of his being a 
natural born fabject of the King, and of afuming a dif- 
ferent name; this, however, was rendered wnneceflary, 
by Mr Teéling candidly acknowledging that he had been 
born in Ireland, but on entering the fervice of France 
ad the name of Veron; he made this acknow- 
ledgment, he faid, in order to fave any trouble to the 
Court, that was not connected with a manly and honeft 

defetice of his cafe. ‘ee 
* Micu. Burne was then fworn—This witnefs de- 
that he went to Caftlebar on the grft Auguit, 
where he faw the prifoner, who told him that he came 
with the Freoch—that he faw him a& as a French offi- 
cer under the comnmand of General Humbert, that the 
prifoner told the witnefs he fled from this councry 14 
months ago, in confequence of an order having been 
iffued by Government for putting him to death—that he 
mentioned fome gentlemen of that neighbourhood who 
had information of the intended invafion, and cenfured 
their inattivity and tardinefs in coming forward with 
their affiftance, and that they fhould do fo although 
the foldiery fhould burn their houfes, adding that his 
place in the North had been burned by the army. The 
witnefs further depofed, that he was in Caftlebar from 
Friday until the Tuefday following, during which time 
he faw a confiderable number of pikes fabricated for the 
of atming the rebels who fhould afhift the 


From Caftiebar he aecompanied the French as far as 
Cooloony, where he took occafion to quit them previous 
to the aétion which took place there between the enemy 
and the King’s forces.—Being afked what brought him 
to Caftlebar ? he replied, that he went there for the pur- 
pole of obtaining i tion for Government. He was 
then afked, why he did not quit the French fooner, if 


his motive for joining them was fuch as he profeffed ? 


and to this he anfwered, that he was detained by the 
difficulty of getting a pafs from the perfons empowered 
to give them. He depofed, that it was principally 
through Mr Tceling, and the other gentlemen who 
fpoke Englifh, that the French Commander in Chief 
had iffued his orders, that thofe gentlemen faw thefe 
orders executed, and he concluded his dire@ evidence 
by the voluntary declaration, that while he was a wit- 
nefs to it, the cooduct of the prifoner at Caftlebar, and 
on the way to Cooloony, was moft exemplary. 

“The Jupce Apvocars having here read the minutes 
of the evidence, afked the prifoner ifhe wifhed to inter- 
rogate the witnefs by way of crofs-examination. 

Mr Teetinc replied, that he merely wilhed the wit- 
nefs to explain what he meant by his (the prifoner’s) 
exemplary conduc. 

To-this, the witnefs, in explanation, faid, that enor- 
mities had been committed by the rebels againft a cer- 
tain defcription of people, which, whea complained of, 
they entleavoured to excufe by faying, that they had 
only injured Proteftants, on which Mr 'Teeling warmly 
extlaimed, that he knew of no difference between a 
Proteftant and a Catholic, nor fhould any be allowed, 
and that, as far as he could, he would not fuffer per- 
fons of any fect to be injured—and the witnefs further 
added, that the prifoner conftantly and zealoufly inter- 
fered in preventing the excefles to which therebels were 
inclined, 

The witnefs having been further queftioned as to his 
motives for apparently joining the French army, he 
faid, that he proceeded from Loughrea, the place of 
his refidence, to Caltlebar, voluntarily, and of his own 
accord, to obtain information for the Government of 
the flate of the enemy—that he was taken prifoner by 
a party of the rebels at Hollymount, but on affecting to 
be an United Irifhman he was permitted to go to Cattle- 
bar.—On arriving there, and profefling attachment to 
the invaders, he was appointed a fecretary to take re- 
turns. of men and arms compofing the rebel force, but 
he never exercifed the duties of the office. © 

Mr Teexina hére briefly addreffed the Court, and 
apdin urged the neceffity which exifted for the attend- 
ance of General Humbert, and the perfons from Caltle- 
bar, and the county of Mayo, in order to fupport his 
defence. He alfo reprefented, that his agent was obli- 
ged to attend the affizes of Armagh, and under all 
thofe circumftances, requefted fuch indulgence in point 

of time,tas would enable him to obviate thofe difficulties 
that lay in the way of his defence. 

The Junce ApvocaTe anfwered, that as to the 
prefence of General Humbert, it was out of the quef- 
tiot as he was not within the jurifdiction of the Court, 
but that the letter written by General Humbert to the 
Prefident. of the Court, and which in the opinion 
of the Court, contained every thing in favour of the 


_ prifoner that could refult from a perfonal examin. 


ation, without the rifk of being weakened by a crofs-ex- 
amination, would be admitted as evidenice in his favour, 
arid tranfinitted with the minutes of the trial to his Ex- 
«ellency the Lard Lieutenant. With refpect to the o- 
ther perfons, to atimit the neceflity of their attendance, 
would be to produce a delay operating againft the pur- 
pofes of {peedy juttice, for which Court Martials were 
efpecially conftituted. If the attendance of thofe per- 
fons was to go to the merits of the cafe, the Court would 
certainly feel itfelf bound to pay attengion to the appli- 
cation relative to them—but there appeared nothing to 





iaftify 2 conclufion that the evidence of thofe peifons 
would be any other than palliative, and in this refpect, 
their teftimony, however refpectable thofe perfons might 
be, mutt fall infinitely thort of that which the witoefs 
for the profecution had already voluntarily given in fa- 
vour of the prifoner, and who proved that the conduct 
of Mr Teeling had been fuch as even to challenge the 
approbation of a perfon whofe examination of that con+ 
duct had been made with an hoftile intention. 

The prifoner repeated his defire not to give the Court 
unneceflary trouble, and acknowledged that the evidence 
of the perfons at Caftlebar was merely intended as pal- 
liative. 

The Jupce Apvocare again faid, that no evidence 
could come fo {trongly before the Court ia favour of the 
prifoner, as that which had been given by the witnefs 
already examined, adding, that if Mr Teeling withed 
to addrefs any thing to the Court in the way of defence, 
the Court was ready to attend to him. “ 

The prifoner faid, that if it was inconvenient to. the 
Court to adjourn to Saturday, he would make his de- 
fence to-morrow, but if their indulgence would extend 
the period of his defepee to the day following, he would 
be in a ftate of better preparation. : 
To this the Jupce Apvocare replied, that the ad- 
journment of the Court would not affect him, for he 
need not be brought up again until Saturday- 
The Court then adjourned to the next day. 
SEPTEMBER 22. 
This day, Mr B. Teeling went into his defenee, 
which merely confifted of an addrefs, which he read to 
the Court, and which advanced a doabt that he could 
be conttitutionally tried by a Court Martial while the 
Civil Law could be reforted to ; it alfo dwelt briefly on 
the humanity which he had {fo effeétually manifetted, 
and that in obeying the orders of his fuperior asa French 
officer, ignorant what was the deftination of the expe- 
dition, no peculiar criminality attached to him for co- 
ming to this country in an hoftile character, ‘The or- 
der, in confequence of which he proceeded to La Ro- 
chelle, was laid before the Court, together with the 
copy of his defence. 
The decifion of the Court will not tranfpire until 
the Lord Lieutenant’s opinion thereon be pronounced. 


DUBLIN, Sept. 22. 
We underftand that inftruétions have been tranfmit- 
tedto General Hutrcuinson, commanding a force of 
1500 men at Caftlebar, to act in the moft vigorous 
manner again{ft thofe rebels who, notwith{tanding the 
defeat of their allies and the deftruétion of their friends, 
{till continue to diftraét by their depredations and out- 
rages, the north-welt-parts of the county of Mayo. 
This day General Laxe is expeéted to fet out for 
the county of Wicklow, in order, by a fyftem of deci- 
five and perfevering meafures, to accomplifh the reduc- 
tion of Hott and the difgraceful banditti who have hi- 
therto kept alive the rebellion in the county Wicklow. 
On Sunday lait, Hunter Gowan, Efq. and his 
corps took poit at Aughrim, in the county Wicklow, 
with intent to keep the peace of that neighbourhood ; 
but on Thurfday Hour and his whole force attacked the 
place, and forced them to retire. 
The ftate of the country has rendered it neceflary to 
featter the military very generally over the kingdom ;— 
from every appearance we have reafon to conclude that 
this fyftem will be continued during the winter; asfome 
of the camps have been latey fortified, in particular, thofe 
of Naas and Moate have been lately fecured by entreach- 
ments thrown up round them. 
"Lhe Angus fencibles have been fent to Lehaunftown 
camp. ' 
A letter received yelterday from Sligo mentions, 
that the church of Kilmaéteague had been entirely de- 
molifled by the infurgents, and alfo the houfe of Mr 
Samvuet Rosinson, in that part of the country.

The Fruit of Milton upon Clyde was fold by aaétion 
this feafon at the aftonifhing fum of a hundred and 
eighty pounds. In the rental of Milton, the whole 
orchards, containing twenty Englifh acres, were only 
valued, by the prefent proprietor, at thirteen fhillings 
and fixpence the Englifh acre, of which the fruit was, 
valued at fix fhillings and ninepence the acre, and the 
under crops of barley and potatoes at fix fhillings and 
ninepence the acre alfo; being lefs than feven:pounds 
for the whole fruit on the eftate. So that the price of 
the fruit this feafon is more than twenty-five times the 
amount of the rental put upon it by Mr Brifbane; and 
this low rental was valued by the proprietor at lefs than 
twenty-one years purchafe. In another point of view, 
it is a remarkable fa, that, in making up a proven 
judicial rental of this eftate, upwards of twenty-one 
years ago, after deducting public burdens, the ancient 
clear yearly rent of the furface was declared by the 
Lords to be three hundred and fixty-feven pounds, be- 
fides the mines and minerals; and the falmon cruives in the 
river Clyde, together -with Clyde’s mill, and the com- 
mand of that great river for machinery, the arable lands, 
and mill orchard, were all lumped together by the 
Lords of Seffion at the very moderate valuation of ten 
guineas. From the well known lownefs of a judicial 
rental at al! times, the great improvement which has 
already taken place in that long feries of years in thofe 
five parifhes of Clydefdale, which are faid to be the

SAND POUNDS, befides the mincs and minerals, 
the richnefs af which is well known to profefiional 
men, and will beit appear by the canal furveys. But 
the proprietor has never yet valued both lands and mi- 
nerals, and the valuable privilege of a mi!l-dam upon 
one of the falls of the Clyde, at more than twenty-four 
thoufand puineas,

T a Meeting of the Principal SHEEP F ARMERS in 
the Counties of INVERNESS, ROSS, and SU THER- 
LAND, held hers this day, in consequence of advertisement 
in the public newspapers, calling them together to consider of 
some proper-and effectual measures to put @ stop to, and detect 
the ‘THEFTS which have been perpetrated on the Flocks of 
several individuals amongst them—- 
‘The Meeting unanimously made choic® of a 
DONALD MACLEOD, of Geanics, Esq. Sheriff- 
Depute of Ross, to be Preses—and 
ALEX. MACDONNEL, Writer in Inverness, to be Clerk. 
Thereafter the following Plan was suggested to the Meeting. 


I. ‘That the Members of the present Meeting, and all 
Sheep Farmers within the Counties of Inverness, Ross and 
Sutherland, shall hereafter, for every parcel of Sheep they 
deliver to a purchaser, or drive themselves from their Farms 
for sale, give or send a certificate under the hand of the owner, 
or his manager, stating the number and kinds of sheep where- 
of the parcel consists, with the marks whereby they are dis- 
tinguishable, and certifying (as the fact may be) that they 
have been fairly sold to the person or persons in whose custo- 
dy they may be, or are driving on account of the proprictor 
for market or otherways, (as the case may be) and ot + vent 
the risk of such certificate being forged, that a plate shall be 
engraved, conform to a plan produced, with blanks to be filled 
up according to circumstances, and after striking off a certain 
number of copies, that the Plate and Certificates be lodged 
with Mr M‘Donell, clerk to the Association, who will distri- 
bute them solely to the Proprietors of Sheep Farias on receipt 
of paying some trifle for iademnifying the expence of the en- 
graving and printing. 

Il. That all Ferrymen, Constables, or others residing in 
the coursethe sheep drivers usually take, or can possibly take, 
be required to stop all sheep droves, and call for the certificate 
from the drivers, and if he or they can produce no certifi- 
cate, that they shall be directed to bring the driver before the 
next Justice of the Peace or Civil Magistrate for examination, 
who will proceed as the case may require. 

MI. ‘hat application be made by this Meeting to the Gen- 
tlemen of the counties of Inverness, Ross, and Sutherland, at 
their ensuing General Meetings at Michaelmas, or at the first 
quarter sessions of the peace within the same, stating the sus- 
picions of theft that arc entertained, and praying them to in- 
terpose their-authority, by directing all Ferrymen, Constables, 
or others to require the production of such certificates, and up 

on failure to bring the party before the next Magistrate for ex 

amination; and certifying them, that if proof can be brought 
of their being remiss or negligent in the execution of their du 

ty,that they shall be liable to prosecution &fine for such neglect. 
IV. ‘That application be also made to the Sheriff Deputes of 
the several counties, that they do give pointed instructions to 
those men who are under their immediate direction, and paid 
by the public for pursuing and apprehending thieves and vaga- 
bonds, that they be peculiarly watchful over those who drive 
sheep through the hills, examine their certificates, and take 
down a memorandum in writing of such certificate, stating 
from whegpce the sheep have been driven, to what market they 
are bound, with their number and kinds; and sltall have the 
accounts always ready for the inspection of any having interest 
—That to indemnify those persons for their trouble, those 
‘who keep such memorandum regularly entered in a book, and 
can at the end of the season exhibit that account to the Asso- 
ciation, or their clerk, shall be entitled to receive Halfa Crown 
for every such entry, besides all expences actually laid oat in 
bringing those who may have no certificate, or an irregular 
one, before a Magistrate, and in caring for the flock stopped 
until the Magistrate’s decision is known. 

V. That Ferrymen and Constables who are put to trouble 

and expence in executing the business here alluded to, shall re- 
ceive full indemnification for their time and trouble by apply- 
ing tothe Clerk of the Association, azd in case of their actu- 
ally stopping a parcel of sheep which shall be found to have 
been stolen, they shall receive 2 reward of Twenty Guineas 
from the Association if the pircel exceeds two Hundred Sheep 
or upwards, and so in proportion for a less parcel. 
VI. That these resolutions be published four different times 
in each of the four Edinburgh newspapers, at the diabance of a 
week from each publication this season, and renewed in the 
months of July and August next, at the expence of the Mem- 
bers of this Meeting, and so mapy copies be printed here, and 
posted upon thevdifferent houses, and at the different 
Ferrymen’s houses within the Counties as may be sufficient for 
that purpose, and'g person or persons sent round to have that 
done immediately.
